Used out of the way the most important thing 
Car yet to be done is to sell the cars that are 
Caution being produced—and sell them in a way 


to avoid jeopardizing dealer profit in the 
months to come. Warning signals are being hoisted 
along the used car coast and dealers should be especi- 
ally cautious in over-trading and over-stocking on used 
cars at this time, when the possibility of having to carry 
such stocks for several months is not remote. The 
monthly report on used car operations released by the 
Motor Car Dealers’ Assn. of San Francisco for October 
shows a substantial reduction in used car stocks from 
September, the figures on inventory being 1,634 in Sep- 
| tember against 1,577 in October with 35 cars junked in 
October against 31 junked in September. Sales during 
lthe month, however, dropped from 1,596 in September 
to 1,380 in October and the average selling price rose 
from $277 to $293. Used car losses were reduced in 
October to $70 a car as against $89 a car during Septem- 
ber. It must be remembered, however, that in October 
new car stocks were pretty well depleted and the figures 
for November and December are not likely to continue 
| the decline in stocks and losses and the increase in price 
experienced during that month.

The company is continuing to 
pay off workers, with most of 
them asking for re-employment. 
Strikers’ efforts to keep the men 
from returning were ineffective 
and 100 policemen protected re- 
turning workmen. 


Chrysler Files Appeal 

London. — Walter P. Chrysler 
and his fellow defendants filed 
notices of appeal today in the 
conspiracy case that ended earlier 
this month after 64 days of trial. 





Up to 1:00 P.M., Tuesday, Nov. 26 


The appeals court judges will 
now decide whether there should 
be a new trial. Chrysler is ap- 
pealing from Justice Sir Cyril 
Atkinson’s judgment ordering the 
defendants to pay £39,000 damages 
with interest since 1928 and costs 
of at least £40,000. 


Output Up 120% 


Montreal.—An increase of 120 
per cent was shown in the produc- 
tion of motor vehicles in Canada 
in October when output totaled 
8,313 units, compared with 3,780 in 
October, 1934, the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics reports. The 
month’s output included 7,128 pas- 
senger cars and 1,185 trucks, of 
which 4,033 passenger cars and 
694 trucks were for sale in Canada 
and the balance for export. Pro- 










duction in the 10 months ended 
Oct. 31 was 145,663 units, an in- 
crease of 112,461 over the corre- 
sponding period of last year.

Boston.—Attendance at the Bos- 
ton automobile show, Nov. 16-23, 
totaled 210 per cent ahead of last 
year up to Thursday, and the 
grand total for the week passed 
all marks of any Boston show 
ever held.
